NOV SPEEDSU/CMD WORKS 
by Pate Prat us, South Bay TRS-80 Users Group 

There have been about a dozen lettera and hlnta sent 
to the TRS-80 Magazines about how to Bake your Model 4 run 
at 4MH.I In Modal III Bode. None haa given a solution to 
the occaalonal dlak craahea cauaed by running at a faater 
apeed daring dlak I/O. Iaa Webb wrote a aaall program to 
handle the dlak problea. Proa Ian'a earlier work, I 
borrowed the coda to Bake an enhanced version that handles 
aaothar problea — bow to get back to III apeed without 
booting. 

Why would I want to run In the Blower Model III apeed 
anyway? Several tiaea I have run Into nn application that 
doean't work well In the faater apeed, auch aa the BASIC 
full screen editor froa CAU. XEDIT allows configuration of 
key repeata. When a faat repeat la choaen and I aa running 
at A apeed, It la difficult to more the cursor only one 
chnractar at a tine. 

That eakea editing tough I 

Caaaette loading and aoae gaaea can alao be a problea. 
Just about anything that runa off the clock works 
differently and eoaetlaes not at all. 

SPEEDSW/CMD la a aaall aaaeably language prograa that 
awitchae back and forth between Model III and Modal 4 
apeed. It aaea the ease technique deacrlbed in the Model 
III/A Dlak Syatea Owner' a Manual on page 80, Operating 
Speed. 
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The disk tiaing part waa a little trickier. Ian'a 
prograa was loading a value Into part of T1SD0S. I apent 
quite a while figuring out Juat exactly what he waa doing. 
In the hook, TRSDOS COMMENTED, the code at location 4400H 
la labelled "Twiddle eoae electronic thueba." Thla la a 
delay routine for diak I/O. When the apeed la changed to 
4MHz, the tlae apent executing theae inatructlona la cut by 
roughly one half and, on occaalon — the diak becoaea 
garbaged. 

The aethod used to fix thla waa to substitute 

Inatructlona that would take about twice aa long, ao that 

cutting the tlae in half would get it back to noraal even 
though the CPU work waa etlll faater. 

To awltch back to Model III apeed, I replaced thoae 
original Inatructlona. Exaaine the aource Hating for 
SPEEDSW/CMD. At linen 180-200, the code at the diak lining 
location (4400H) la loaded and coapared to the value of the 
longer inatructlona. If the longer inatructlona are 
already there, they need to be replaced with the original 
ahorter ones, ao go to MISHRT at line 330. 

When the tlalng codea are the long ones, they are 
overlayed with ahorter codea, two at a tlae, in llnea 
330-420. The count starts at eight, and la decreaented by 
one, twice during each loop. 

The only other pooalbllity la that they are already 
the original onea, ao aake thea longer at llnea 210-270. 
It takea eight of thea to cover up the old code. Notice 
that the count atarta at eight and la decreaented by one 
for each loop until the count la zero. 

The aaaeably language equivalent of the PEEKlng, 
ANDlng and or ORing, and POKElng is done in two placea. 
Depending on whether I aa apeedlng up (ORing) or Blowing 
down (ANDing), I execute the code at 280-320 or 430-470, 
raapactively. 

Each piece geta the old value, aakea the changea, puta 
it back, outputa to the port, and returna to the calling 
prograa. 

The /CMD file aethod hea worked well for ae, but I 
wanted to be able to change the apeed on the fly from 
within BASIC. The load addreaa of ED10H waa a good place 
for ay uoe, but the coda la location independent, ao you 
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can iove it anywhere. 

The progrea can be loaded and Juaped to In BASIC 
CMD "L", 6 SPEEDSW/CMD", DEFUSR0-4HED10, X-USRO(O). Reae 
to protect high aeaory for the location you choose. It 1 
and runs e lot faater if it ia reeolved into dec 
nuabere and POKEd into a aagic array. Magic arraye 
atringe you can execute. They have been explained in 
80-MICRO, Coaputer Uaer, and Baalc Coaputing articlea 
well aa BASIC Faeter and Batter.
